6 LEPERS FLEE 
KILL 7 PERSONS 


Escape From Segregated Sec­ 
tion of Island and Ter­ 
rorize Residents. 


Manila. May 18 (A P).—Six killer 
lepers terrorized residents of Pala­ 
wan and sm all neighboring islands 
Sunday after killing four fishermen 
and escaping from their colony at 
Culton island by stealing a boat. 
The 
fleeing 
lepers 
killed 
three 
other persons at Kalumpang, on 
nearby Aboard Island and robbed 
Chinese stores there. 
Their flight to Palawan necessi­ 
tated a sea journey of about 40 
m iles 
to 
the 
southeast. 
Culion 
Island is about 200 miles south and 
slightly east of M anila. It is rough­ 
ly 25 m iles long and ten m iles wide. 
On this island more than 5,000 lep­ 
ers are segregated in a community 
made partially self-sustaining by ag­ 
ricultural enterprise. 
The diseased 
are not imprisoned but their m ove­ 
m ents ordinarily are lim ited to the 
segregated area of the island. 
Less than a year ago, the Philip­ 
pine Insular legislature passed as 
one of its final acts a law which 
would have permitted the release of j 
many of the lepers and permitted 
their return home. 
Frank 
Murphy, 
then 
governor 
general, vetoed the measure. 
Shortly thereafter, the Philippines i 
became 
an 
autonomous com m on­ 
wealth, with M urphy as high com ­ 
missioner.
